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MARKET  REVIEW 


Domestic  raw  sugar  spot  prices  averaged  6.75  cents  per  pound  for  the 
period  January  1  through  March  24,  196  5.  During  this  period  prices 
ranged  from  6.  85  cents  at  the  beginning  of  the  year  to  the  6  .  55  cents  per 
pound  that  prevailed  from  March  17  through  March  24. 

Lower  raw  sugar  prices  have  resulted  in  reductions  in  quoted  refined 
sugar  prices  in  most  sales  territories.  Effective  March  10,  Gulf  re- 
finers reduced  prices  0.30  cent  to  9.25  cents  per  pound.  On  March  12, 
the  quoted  price  for  beet  and  cane  refined  sugar  in  the  lower  Pacific 
Coast  territory  was  reduced  0.70  cent  per  pound,  to  8.75  cents.  Pre- 
viously the  quotation  had  been  9.45  cents  with  an  allowance  of  0.25  cent 
being  made  so  that  the  actual  decline  was  0.45  cent.  Sellers  in  the  lower 
Pacific  Coast  territory  have  announced  that  they  intend  to  increase  their 
price  by  0.30  cent  effective  March  29  to  9.0  5  cents  per  pound. 

Refined  cane  sugar  prices  in  the  Northeast  were  reduced  0.20  cent  to 
10.0  5  cents  per  pound  effective  March  15  and  on  March  17,  the  price  in 
the  Southeast  was  lowered  0.25  cent  to  9.35  cents  per  pound. 

As  of  March- 24,  no  price  changes  had  been  announced  for  the  Chicago- 
West  or  Northwest  territories  and  the  prices  quoted  for  all  territories 
as  of  that  date  were  as  follows:

Northwest  Intermountain 
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Deliveries  for  U.  S.  consumption  daring  1965  as  reported  through  March 
20,  totaled  1,840,000  tons  or  185,000  tons  more  than  reported  for  the 
same  period  in  1964. 

Physical  deliveries,  including  constructive  deliveries,  for  this  period 
in  1964,  however,  were  slightly  above  1965  physical  deliveries  reflect- 
the  large  constructive  deliveries  made  at  year-end  1963. 

During  early  January  1965,  users  apparently  built  up  their  invisible  in- 
ventories by  about  100,000  tons  but  since  then  have  been  reducing  their 
inventories  .    If  deliveries  during  the  balance  of  March  continue  at  the 
current  rate,    invisible  inventories  would  be  at  about  the  level  of  year- 
end  1964. 

Refiners'  deliveries  through  March  20  totaled  1,209,000  tons  and  at  the 
current  weekly  rate  they  will  have  deliveries  of  about  1,  385  000  tons 
during  the  first  quarter  of  1965.  Based  on  anticipated  supplies  for  re- 
finers during  January-March,  refiners'  quota  stocks  at  the  end  of  March 
may  be  50,000  tons  lower  than  at  the  beginning  of  the  year  when  they 
totaled  682,000  tons.  However,  total  refiner  stocks,  including  over- 
quota  sugar,  will  be  above  the  five-year  (1959-63)  average  of  632,000 
tons.  During  that  period  total  stocks  included  about  50,000  tons  of  over- 
quota  sugar . 

The  Department's  Crop  Production  report  of  March  19,  1965  showed 
farmers'  intentions  to  plant  1,384,000  acres  to  sugarbeets  for  the  1965 
crop.    State    allocations    totaled  1 , 375, 000    acres  under  the  1965  crop 
proportionate  share  determination  and  actual  plantings  will  be  somewhat 
less  than  the  Crop  Report  of  intentions  to  plant. 

Puerto  Rican  production  through  March  14,  1965  was  371,000  tons  as 
compared  to  437,000  for  the  same  period  last  year  when  production 
began  earlier  than  usual  but  was  at  about  the  same  level  as  during  1963. 

Hawaiian  production  through  March  13,  1965  totaled  145,000  tons  or 
30,000  tons  below  production  to  the  same  date  in  1964.  One  mill  had  not 
begun  to  grind  as  of  March  13,  196 5 but  expected  to  start  early  in  April, 
weather  permitting. 
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LIQUID  SUGAR  DELIVERIES,  1960-1964 

Table  I  shows  that  the  volume  of  deliveries  of  liquid  sugar  continued  to 
increase  for  the  United  States  as  a  total  and  in  all  regions  except  New 
England  where  there  has  been  a  reduction  during  the  last  two  years. 

Liquid  sugar  as  a  percentage  of  all  sugar  deliveries  in  the  United  States 
has  increased  from  16.4  percent  in  I960  to  20.4  percent  in  1964,  or 
about  a  one  percent  increase  per  year.  The  percentage  change  was 
greatest  in  the  South  with  little  change  in  the  "West  and  New  England. 
Sugar  Reports  Nos .  100  and  109  contain  comparable  statistics  for  pre- 
vious years . 

Table  II  shows  the  volume  of  liquid  sugar  delivered  by  regions  for  each 
type  of  product  or  business  of  buyer  as  well  as  the  percentage  that  liquid 
sugar  was  of  the  total  deliveries  of  sugar.  This  is  the  onlyyear  forwhich 
such  a  breakdown  is  available. 

The  largest  users  of  liquid  sugar  are  in  the  beverage  inaustry  with 
about  45  percent  of  all  liquid  sugar  delivered  to  such  users.  For  the 
United  States  as  a  whole,  about  58  percent  of  all  sugar  delivered  to  pro- 
ducers of  beverages  was  liquid  sugar,  but  this  percentage  varied  from 
86  percent  in  the  Middle  Atlantic  states  to  44  percent  in  the  South. 

Other  large  users  of  liquid  sugar  are  canners  and  the  ice  cream  in- 
dustry. In  the  West,  58  percent  of  all  sugar  deliveries  to  the  canning 
trade  were  in  the  form  of  liquid  sugar  as  compared  to  15  percent  in 
the  South,  and  the  U.  S.  average  of  41  percent. 

Deliveries  of  liquid  sugar  to  producers  of  ice  cream  and  dairy  products 
averaged  about  60  percent  for  the  U.  S.  ,  the  highest  percentage  for  any 
type  user,  and  ranged  from  87  percent  in  New  England  to  about  50  per- 
cent in  the  North  Central  states.

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STATISTICAL  SERIES  IN  THIS  ISSUE 
HIGHLIGHTS 

1.  February  1965  sugar  deliveries  for  continental  U.  S.  consumption 
620,000  short  tons,  raw  value  (preliminary)  down  about  125,000  tons 
from  January  1965  but  u£  38,000  tons  from  February  1964.  January- 
February  1965  deliveries  1,365,000  short  tons,  raw  value,  up  143,000 
tons  from  January-February  1964.  Final  data  for  January  196  5  deliv- 
eries 745,000  short  tons,  raw  value  -  previously  published  preliminary 
as  756,000  tons. 

2.  Primary  distributors'  stocks  February  27,  196  5  were  2,594,937 
short  tons,  raw  value  (preliminary),  up  14,  000  tons  from  a  year  ago, 
and  down  298,000  tons  from  January  31,  1965.  During  February  -refin- 
ers1 stocks  decreased  132,000  tons,  beet  processors  1  stocks  100 , 000 
tons,  mainland  cane  processors'  stocks  by  66,000  tons  and"  importers 
of  direct  consumption  sugar  stocks  remained  about  the  same. 

3.  Charges  to  quotas  January  1  to  February  28,  1965  were  2,7  32,578 
short  tons,  raw  value,  leaving  a  balance  of  6,467,422  tons  to  be  supplied 
within  the  9,200,000  ton  total. 

4.  Regionally,  January  deliveries,  1965  as  compared  to  1964,  were  up 
in  3  of  the  5  regions:  Increases  --  North  Central  64.3  percent,  West 
35.1  percent,  South  1.1  percent.  Decreases  --  New  England  down  30.4 
percent,  Middle  Atlantic  down  9.4  percent. 

5.  Calendar  year  1964  sugar  deliveries  were  less  to  five  of  the  seven 
industrial  buyer  groups  than  for  1963,  and  were  also  less  for  three  of 
the  four  non-industrial  groups.  On  a  national  basis  deliveries  to  indus- 
trial buyers  decreased  1.4  percent,  and  to  non-industrial  buyers  5.6 
percent.  The  national  total  decrease  was  3.3  percent.  Corn  refiners' 
total  domestic  s-hipments  of  corn  sirup  and  dextrose  were  up  7.6  per- 
cent above  1963.
